Bill Drawn to Place the Military Forces of the United 
States on a War Footing. 


AN ADMINISTRATION MEASURE. 


It Will Be Introduced in the House and Pushed for Passage by 
the Committee on Military Affairs.

WASHINGTON, March 17.—The largest measure of preparation yet made by 
the War Department to meet the contingencies of the future probably has just been 
completed. It is the preparation of a bill providing, among other things, for the 
placing of the army on a war footing for the full strength of 104,000 men. 

The bill has been carefully gone over by the War Department and will be in- 
troduced in the House by Representative Hull, Chairman of the House Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs, who, it is expected, will urge it vigorously, inasmuch as it 1s 
an Administration measure. The basis of the bill will be the well-known three bat- 
talion organizations. That is the ideal peace status of the army, but provision is 


made for the exercise by the President of full power to increase each one of the 
existing companies from 75 men, the present strength, to 250 men. 

In view of the possibility of ‘a conflict with Spain considerable interest. centers 
just now in the strength of the militia force of the United States, which would be 
lable to he called upon in case of necessity. The aggtegate strength of force in 
cich State is yearly reported to the Adjutant-General of the Army, who in turn, trans- 
its it to Congress for the information of that body. An annual appropriation is 
made by Congress for the support and maintenance of the militia and is allotted 
amone the States according to the numerital strength of the militia of each. The 
latest report to Congress on the militia strength was made to Congress by Acting 
Secretary of War Meiklejohn and was based on returns received at the Adjutant-

SPAIN WILL REPEL PAB 
ANY DEMAND FOR 
MAINE INDEMNITY. 


MADRID, March 17.—The following semi-official note 
issued here to-day: 

“The report of the Spanish commission on the Maine is not yet 
known, but the statement of several technical officers, who have 
made a close examination of the scene of the disaster, show it to 
be indisputably due to an internal accident, American assertions 
to the contrary,-and, therefore, to be deplored in official quarters 
as tending to mislead public opinion and render the situation stil! 
more difficult from the standpoint of maintaining friendly rela- 
tions between the two countries. It may be regarded as certain 
that should the American technical commission present a report 
declaring the disaster to be due to an external explosion, the public 
here will refuse to accept such a finding, and any demand for an 
indemnity based thereon will be indignantly repelled by Spain.”

Senator Bruce's great success was made, 
not by trying to turn himself into a white 
man, but by always remembering he was 
a negro. He never intruded. He leaves a 
wife and son, both of whom he idolized, 
and a home as pleasant as any in the na- 
tion’s capital.

| Young Peter was the pride of his aged 
father. He received an excellent education, 
and at the age of 19 assumed a responsi-

married soon afterward and a child came 


to bless the union. He believed in having 
a good time. He had money and spent it 
. lavishly. 


He took to drink, and his downfall was 

ewift. He tried to reform, but the thirst 
for liquor became unquenchable, He lost 
his position, his father died, and then Peter 
received his inheritance. 
Mullery placed his little daughter in a 
convent at Alton, Ill, She was graduated 
there two years ago, and is now the wife 
of a well-known citizen of Medora, Ill. Mul- 
lery’s friends obtained for him a position in 
the Assessor's Office. He had always been 
a staunch Democrat, and contributed liber- 
ally to the party’s campaigns. The change 
was not for the better. The old weakness 
broke out again, and Mullery spent money 
like water. 

Next he went to work as a Deputy Sher- 
iff, and the last position he held was in 
the State Land Commissioner's office 

Although in the prime of life, Mullery 
looks to be more than © years of age.

LONDON, March 17.—Negotlations for 
the purchase of warships are still in prog- 
ress, the Spanish agents having money at 
their disposal in London. The only vessel 
which they are believed to have purchased 
is McCallmont’s large steam yacht, now in 
the Mediterranean Sea. Spain would have 
secured the Amazonis and Admira] Bronal] 
a week ago if the vote of $50,000,000 had not 
been passed. Lieut. Colwell had previously 
entered a bid for them. The Spanish agents 
made a determined effort to secure them, 
but fafied.’ Brazil at first sought to sell four 
ships, including the two coast defense ves- 
sels building in France, which are only 
half finished, but finally consented to de- 
liver the Amazonis, provided her sister ship 
at Armstrong’s was included in the con- 
tract. These negotiations were conducted

DEATHS COMPLICATE THE CASE. 


Daughters of John O’Leary Are Left to 
Bear the Brunt of the Action 
for $1996. P 


There was a peculiarly complicated case 
on trial beforé Judge Klein Thursday 
growing out of the building of the new 
Visitation Convent at Belt and Cabanne 
avenues. 

In January, 1891, the convent contracted 
with ‘Alois Kleinhoffer to do the stone work 
and plastering on the new structure for 
$7775. Kileinhoffer gave bond, with Selma 
Watson, A. Mayeres and John O’Leary as 
sureties. A short time after the work was 
commenced Kléinhoffer was paid $1000 as 
an installment. Then he disappeared and 
has not been heard of since. The convent 
was completed as to the portion under con- 
tract to Kleinhoffer for $9713, a difference 
of $1996. 

This amount the convent sued the bonds- 
men for. Kleinhoffer was gone, Mayeres no 
one seems to know anything about, and a 
most careful search has failed to re 
any assets belonging to him. Selma at- 
son, who was well off in 1891, has lost all 
of his money and has nothing that can 
be got hoid of. The only good surety left 
was John O’Leary, who, unfortunately, 
died in October, 189%. His estate, now in 
the hands of H. M. Wilcox as administra- 
tor, will have to bear the brunt of the 
whole suit. 

The first sult against the bondsmen was 
brought by Judge Thomas Thoroughman, 
who has since died. A short time later an 
amended petition was filed by WB. A. B. 
Garesche and since then he, too, has died. 

The O'Leary estate is worth about $16,- 
000 and will go to the daughters of the de- 
ceased. The suit could at one time have 
been compromised except that the daugh- 
ters disagreed over some trifling detail and 
the agreement Was never made.

There is disagreement between the miners 
and operators at the Donk coal mine, near 
Belleville, which may result in a strike. 

It grows out of a proposition of the opera- 
tors to work both day and night shifts.

The miners object to this chiefly on ac- 
count of the poor ventilation in the mine.

“Their married life was not happy and 
they parted in 1884, although they continued 
to abide under one roof. Their life was 
very forma] and their association limited 
to mere greetings. In March, 1897, Mr. 
Young left his wife and the desertion is 
charged from that time."’ 

Mr. Young's name was prominently before 
the public in 1896, when, as attorney for 
some of the stockholders of the Fifth Na- 
tional Bank, he prosecuted an inquiry into 
the business methods of Gov. Lon V. Bte- 
phens, the receiver of the institution. 

He was one of the leading members of the 
Mississippi bar and Judge of the Circutft 
Court, before coming to St. Louis. It was 
there he married his wife, who was a mem- 
ber of one of the most prominent families of 
the State. 

The late Senator Waller Young of St. 
Joseph was his brother. Another brother is 
Attorney Alexander Young of this city.

THEY CANNOT GET TOGETHER.

BOSSES INSIST THAT THE 40-CENT 
AN HOUR SCALE WILL 
BE ENFORCED. 


MEN SAY THEY WILL NOT WORK. 


Carefully Guarding Their Plans for a 
Walkout, but Admit It 
Will Take Place on 
April 1. 


Jt was stated Thursday that no agreement 
had been reached between the bricklaying 
contractors and the jJourneymen bricklay- 
ers. 

“The meeting scheduled for Tuesday 
night between the contending parties did 
not come off,” said a member of the Mas- 
ter Bricklas Association, ‘“‘because we 
had no*-eommiittee to meet the representa- 


ers’ 


tives. 

“Some time ago we appointed a commit- 
tee to meet the men to arrange a uniform 
scale of wages. There was a conference ar- 
ranged to take place in the Chemical build- 
ing, but only one bricklayer showed up, 
and at the next meeting of the association 
our committee reported its fallure, with a 
request to be discharged, which was done. 
Tf an amicable settlement of this matter 


ia to come through a meeting we shall have 
to appoint a few committee. I cannot say 
that this will be done. 

“One of the most important factors of the 
impending trouble with us is the decision of 
the men that we be allowed but one ap- 
yrentice, Heretofore each contractor has 
ad two apprentices. They received from 
$1 to $2.6 per day, according to the efti- 
clency of the individual. This new move 
means that we shall have less St. 
workmen. 

“Then again there is the talk about the 
reduction from 55 cents to 40 cents. There 
never Was a general payment of 55 cents 
per hour. Many union/ bricklayers are 
working to-day for 35 certs to W cents an 
hour. Somehow the men have never been 
able to make the 55-centirule stick. 

“One object in putting the figure at 40 
cents is to do away with the cutting that 
is being done by contractors. With that 
price there will be less discrepancy in the 
bids. 

“So far as I can see the new scale will 
go into effect April 1.”

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SUPERINTENDENT RIECHMANN 
HAS SOMETHING TO SAY 
ABOUT THEIR GENESIS. 


FROM ALLEYS AND SIDEWALKS. 


Good Sprinkling Will Not Avail as 
Long as There Is Dirt Around 
Front and Back Doors. 


The downtown streets were sprinkled 
thoroughly Wednesday for the first time 
this season. They were sprayed four times, 
according to the specifications, and the 
work was well done. There was none of 
the flooding which provoked so much pro- 
fanity last season, but the water spilled 
was ample to keep the dust well laid. 

Notwithstanding this, the wind, which 
whisked around the corners, carried clouds 
of dust. 

“It comes from the alleys and sidewalks,” 
explained Sprinkling Superintendent George 
Riechmann, as he returned from a tour of 
inspection over the business streets. 


wish at the outset the merchants 
understand this. Every windy day, 
matter how thoroughly the sprinkling is 
done, there is a chorus of complaints from 
business men about flying dust. Of course, 
they complain to the sprinkling depart- 
ment. They reason that dust can only 
come from imperfectly sprinkled streets. 

“In fact, though, an enterprising wind 
can stir up about as much dust from the 
alleys and sidewalks as from an unsprink- 
led street. The reason is that the streets 
downtown are much better cleaned than 
the alleya and sidewalks. The’ block pa- 
trolmen are at work on the streets all the 
time and they are helped a intervals by the 
machine sweepers. The alleys are not 
cleaned nearly as often and not one store- 
keeper in a hundred ever thinks of having 
the sidewalk in front of his place of busi- 
ness cleaned. Many of them, instead of 
that, deposit the etore sweepings on the 
sidewalk, where an idle wind picks it up 
and does mischief with it. 

‘Much of the dust which collects in the 
alleys is due to the habit of depositing 
their refuse, which is pulverized by the 
elements. 

“There are ordinances prohibiting these 
things, but they are not enforced. 

“Of course some dust is created in alleys 
by the passage of wagons and some'dust its 
deposited on sidewalks by shoes and skirts 
but if merchants and householders woul! 
throw nothiug in the alleys and on the 
sidewalks, which should not be thrown 
there, the dust on a windy day would not 
be half so thick. 

“Some dust comes from street intersec- 
tions, which are left dry by the sprinklers, 
but that cannot be helped.’’

MODERN COLLEGE LIFE. 
Dr. Schurman, President of Cornell, 
Addresses the University Club. 

Dr. J. G. Schurman, President of Cornell 
University, addressed the University Club 
last evening. He spoke of the development 
of modern colleges, particularly those of 
America. He attributed much of the gen- 
erai excellence of scholarship to the ath- 
letic training college men receive. A sound 
body, he argued, was a prerequisite of 4 
sound mind. Referring to the matter of 
study, he pointed out the dangers of a too 
close adherence to the old curriculums, and 
argued strongly in favor of freedom in the 
selection of studies, 

\He spoke strongly of the need of educated 
men to guide the nation during such crises 
as that which now threatens. There are 
fewer mer. of high education in official life 
in the United States than in any other civ- 
ilized country, but the percentage is in- 
creasing. Besides, though there is a com- 
paratively small percentage of cultured men 
in office, it ls the people of intelligence and 
learning who form public opinion, and 
pareuge public opinion the lawgivers are 
largely controlled.

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TRELOAR MAY LOSE OUT. 


|Notable Influences Work Against His 
Confirmation as P. M™

JEFFERSON: CITY, Mo., March Iii. 
There is an interesting story regarding the 
fight for the Mexico (Mo.) postoffice. 

Ex-Congressman William Treloar was ap- 
pointed by President McKinley several 
weeks ago, but his confirmation has been 
held up in the Senate and the fight Is still 
on. J. D, Bodkin, a prominent Republican, 
was an applicant for the place and had the 
indorsement of local Republicans, but three 
weeks ago Or more the surprising news 
came that Treloar, who was suppvused to be 
the arbitrator in the Ninth Congressional 
| District, was himseif, appointed as post- 
master of Mexico. 

Applicant Bodkin tmmediately telegraphed 
requesting that his. confirmation he post- 
poned. He marshalled to his assistance 
Judge Theodore Bodkin, department com- 
mander of the G. A. \R. in Kansas, who is 
his cousin, and Jeremiah Bodkin, Populist 
Congressman at large of Kansas, also a 
cousin, who brought their influence to bear 
on Senator Harris and Senators Cockerell 
and Vest. It is reported that Mr. Bodkin 
has filed several severe charges against 
Treloar. Anyway it is learned on good 
authority that Treloar, who has been in 
Washington Tor some time, has gone back 
to his home at Mexico and ‘is soliciting lo- 
cal indorsement. It is said that some of 
his friends told him to do this in the first 

lace, but he replied that he would not 

umiliate himself by going around asking 
the people to sign a petition indorsing him 
for “gcereny an office that pays $2500 an- 
nually. * 

When Treloar was appointed he sai , 
he had no Knowledge of the fact tonite 
.would be Mexico’s postmaster until he read 
it in the papers. owever, his political op- 
ponents charge that Mr. Treloar had got- 
ten an option on a piece of ground in Mex- 
ico, where the office is to be located, be- 
fore it was announced that Mexico’s post- 
office Was going to be removed and that 
Mexico’s postmaster would be Willfam M. 
Treloar. 

A few months ago a postoffice inspector 
visited Mexico for the purpose of investi- 
gating as to whether or not the city was 
in favor of free mail delivery for which 
it had been emt and for which Congress- 
man Champ Clark had been working. Con- 
gressman Clark: writes from Washington to 
Mexico this week that he went over to 
the Postoffice Department to ascertain why 
Mexico had not secured free mail delivery 
and that he was surprised to find that Tre- 
loar had filed a protest, claiming that for 
various reasons exico is not entitled to 
free delivery. Free delivery extends the 
elvil service protection over the present 
clerks and they could not be removed only 
for a Cause. reloar’s opponents say that 
he has two sons and probably thought it 
would be a good idea to. postpone this.free 
delivery matter until he bécame postmaster 
and then he could get the credit of secur- 
ing such desirable service for Mexico and 
his two sons could fill the clerkships in 
the place of the present incumbents. Mr. 
Bodkin is still in Washington and it is pos- 
sible that there may yet be interesting de- 
velopments in the contest.

A City Merchant on the Great Waste, 
Small Returns and Unfair Distribu- 
tion. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Have you ever taken thought of the small 
return the thousands of tax and license pay- 
ers of this city get for the millions of dol- 
lars they have paid into the city treasury? 


Aside from the sewer system and the in- 
efficient service of an occasional policeman, 
who makes a goor show of preserving a 
semblance of order and decorum, especially 
in the residence districts, they get nothing. 


In addition to the onerous city, State and 
school taxes and licenses, the people have to 
| pay yey for the use of water, light, 
| street sprinkling, vehicle license, inspection 
of scales and elevators, and also other 
charges and exactions. In addition to ali 
this, the city is saddled with an enormous 
bonded debt. 

or alf this money received and exacted 
from our citizens, what is there to-day to 
show? 

For every dollar of substantial benefit re- 
ceived by the people I will venture t6 say 
that twenty-five dollars have been swai- 
lowed up, wasted or Absorbed, and it would 
be interesting to trace how and by whom. 

In addition to all these burdens, if. a 
man builds a house, giving employment to 
mechanics and laborers, he is taxed for a 
building permit. 

If a sidewalk or street is made the prop- 
erty owners pay for it. 

If one is so fortunate (or unfortunate) 
as to own property for income, the taxes, 
insurance, repairs, etc., cut the net return 
down to almost nothing. 

Talk about encouraging enterprise and 
investment here, instead of offering fnduce- 
ments to manufacturers and wholesale 
houses to establish themselves here and 
reach out and hold trade that will benefit 
the ny and all its people, it e6eems to 
the policy right at the outset to hamper 
and cripple such enterprises by onerous 
taxes and licenses. ° 

The so-called iniquity of a foreign tariff 
is nothing to the impositions on enterprise 
within our borders. And, after ail, what 
makes a city? It is the manufacturer and 
merchant. nd instead of placing burdens 
on such men, if justice were done, enter- 
prises bringing business from a distance 
to this city, should be alded with a bonus 
if necessary. 

St. Louts is environed by sharp, ag«res- 
sive competitors, who! year by year. are en- 
croaching on its territory, and the situa- 
tion to-day is by no means rose colored. Is 
it wise and judicious, leaving out the ele- 
tment of justice, to discourage and throttle 
enterprises that after allare the very foun- 
dation stones, and soul and body of a city’s 
greatness?
